one ci£0 to drop out. 


Not infrequently the limit of aecom- 


nicrU.tiru lius been reached in Boston 
aud other New England" cities peculiar- 
ly favored by advertisers, aud appli- 
cants fcr i-pacc ha-\o had to wait for the 
rr.p-.ration of running contracts before 
tLoy conkl gain entrance. Already half 
n dozen fivijs aro spending from $75,000 
to 0100,000 a year each in this way, at 
least 20 co*:caii's each expend from §45,- 
000 to 0?j,000, aud from 25 to 30 may 
to counted vlo put out from §25,000 to 
§40,000 each. Theso sums, it is under- 
stood, r.ie raid fur tho aclnal rental of 
spaces in the street cars, the placing of 
tho cards iu them and the watching nec- 
essary to bee that tho cars are ran ac- 
cording to contract. The cost of getting 
up tho cards, which is very considerable, 
is outside this estimate. To make np 
tho icmaiiider of the estimated $3,000,- 
000 cf total annual expenditure an ar- 
my of smaller advertisers, generally lo- 
cal only, lend their aid. 


Tho giovrlb of street car advertising 


has been to a very marked degree de- 
pendent upon and synchronous with 
marked improvements in street car serv- 
ice. It was a very insignificant iuteiest 
m (he old days of the horsocars prior to 
IhTU. Tho low ceiled, dingy, ill lighted 
vehicles then in nso cairied a few plain, 
nn attractive cards, half obscured by 
dust and coveied by glass, tho refrac- 
tions from which made them difficult 
10 decipher. Only local advertisers occu- 
pied spaces and did so rather to help a 
struggling enterpike or get lidof a per- 
bibtout Eolicitor than thiough any hope 
of profit i'rnm the investment. Then, in 
San Francisco piimarily, cable traction 
began to take tho place of horses, ena- 
bling tho employment of rooinior, loft- 
ier cars, handfomci' m every detail of 
materials, form and color than tho old 
oiiOo, and Eciiuo genius evolved the hap- 
py idea of confining tho advertising 
cards by moldings in concave spaces and 
without glass. At ouco the cards wore 
made to conform to their improved snr- 
ronudiugs. They wcro more handsome- 
ly designed, printed in bright, attiact- 
ive coluis raid souictimos illustiated. 


It was IK"* viiitil 1SSS, when, electno 


propulsion had licon clearly demon- 
strated to bo commercially practicable 
and trolley hues v, 010 put in operation 
all over lhr> country, that street car ad- 
vertising Lagan to assume its pic^eut 
character. As before the improvement 
in it was iu keeping with tho better- 
ment of the vehicles, which were now 
no longer simply comfortable, but bo- 
eaino Insurious. The amount of interest 
taken in tho advertising cardo, ai well as 
tho vigilance of ciitical observation, is 
sometimes 
demonstrated by protests 


against sonio rovelty within the ih-st 
hour of Us appearance. That is puiticu 
larly likely to happen iu Button, v.here 
tho committee for legulatiin; tbn uni- 
verse is largely lepreseutcd Thnt com- 
mittee is ulw.iys in session, one of its 
menibcis -constitutes a Quouua. and it 
seldom lacks things to kick at.

In a number of nities the car 
companies will not permit tho display 
of nuy^ni'is advertising wines or liq- 
nors, and snch things would even be 
contrary to law in certain poruons of 
New England. Patent medicines, too, 
are viewed with disfavor.—New Yoik 
Sun.

Indian Territory Town Sites. 


Ex-Senator 
Henry L. Dawes, the 


chairman of tho Indian commibsion, aaya 
that the town site question in the Indian 
Territory has becomo one of great iin 
portauco. There are now about 300,000 
white peoplo in tho Indian Territory. 
They havo built up towns, but, are mere 
tenants at sufferance, without a particle 
of title to the lands on which they built 
The Indian courts are closed against 
them, as are tho Indian schools to their 
children, 80,000 of whom have uo other 
ojpurtnnity for schooling, excepting 
thoso whoso parents are ablo to hiro pri 
vato teachers. They have no voico in tho 
governments of these Cvo nations, nor a 
police officer to protect them or their 
property against violence. 


It will bo the object of the commis- 


sion, first, to obtain such n solution of 
tho town si to question that those who 
have built up these towns arid invested 
largo sums in costly buildings and ex- 
pensive stores aud trading places may 
have some title to the ground upon 
which tho structures stand and some 
voico in their govorument.and, secondly, 
to ECO that tho vast and valuable terri- 
tory shall be Lold cither according to 
tho original title, for all Indians equal- 
ly, or shall bo allotted in seveialty to 
them, so that each may hold his own 
share in fee.
